The murderer made 
his escape, but his apprehension is 
believed clese at hand, as indica- 
tions are that the foul play was 
committed by a negro who was 
seen in the vicinity earlier in the 
day. The slayer obtained $500 in 
cash from his victim. 

This is the second murder within 
two weeks in the same general area, 
as W. J. Parsille was shot to death 
at his farm eight miles southeast of 
Manville less than two weeks ago

The agreements 
reached at Ottawa provide of course 
for maintenance of the preferences 
and in many cases an increase in 
their extent, but in order to imple- 
ment these the British parliament 
must pass the necessary legislation 
before Nov. 15 
NO DANGER SHOWN 

There is practically no danger of 
the enabling legislation failing to 
pass in time, however. The govern- 
ment can call on an overwhelming 
majority of 500 supporters 

“The Canadian agreement is very 
satisfactory from the viewpoint of

SOUNDINGS TAKEN 

Soundings were taken immedi- 
ately and a radio message was des-

Investigations disclosed the 
Bright Fan struck the berg on the 
port side forward and the ice had 
torn the underside of the bow, 
leaving a large hole through which 
water rushed in 

Captain Oliver quickly decided to 
beach the ship. Engines were put 
in motion. The ship slowly backed 
} off the berg and pointed her bow 
| towards land. However, the swollen 
| wheat and inrushing waters defeat- 
jed human efforts 
PICKED UP CREW 

Meantime the McLean had put 
}out under full steam from Douglas 
harbor She picked up the ship- 
| wrecked crew and landed them at 
Wakeham Bay 

The bay is not dangerous for 
sailing any more than other ocean 
seaways where there is danger of 
ice, Capt. Oliver said 

Experience will teach navigators | 
to get through the straits safe us | 
through other avenues of naviga- | 
tion.

Two items of news about the crash of the Amer- 
ican steamer Nevada on the rocks of the Aleutian 
Islands, and the rescue of three Jone survivors by 
the crew of the American steamer President Madi- 
son, call for comment. 

Says 23-year-old Eddie Blomberg, the hero of 
the rescue, “There wes nothing to it. Any of the 
others would have done the same thing” 

What was it he did? When the lifeboat of the 
Madison could get no nearer then 100 yards to the 
rocky ledge where the castaways lay, owing to 
surf breaking on the rocks, Eddie Blomberg went 


overboard in the icy water with a line round his | 


waist and fought his way through the breakers to 
the forlorn men. 
Says Eddie: 

Tt was a toss-up between Jack Davis and my- 
self to see who would go. He wafted to flip a 
coin to see which one of us would try to swim 
through the breakers, but none of us had any 
money 

A boatload of heroes—“any of the others would 
have done the same"—and none of them had any 


money. 


The other is not quite so pleasant to reflect on. 
Jim Thornsen, 17-year-old cadet from the Nevada 
was one of the three out of a crew of 46 tc be 
rescued. With the naivete of youth he hes been 
telling of his part in the wreck. Says Jim: 

I heard 
three grating sounds and I knew we were on 
the rocks. 

Now who was Jim that on a dark night off the

Mr. Foster, as he then was, was far 
within the ranks of his party. He

In the 1905 general election Mr. Foster 
Conservative candidate in North Toronto I! 
then a junior reporter on the Toronto Globe Mr 
Foster was manager of trust company which had 
the investing of the funds of the Independent Order 
of Foresters 

The Globe attacked Mr. Foster furiously on the 
ground that he had loaned trust money of the 
LOF toz group of whom he was one, to finance a 
speculation in western lands. No money had been 
lost. The speculation was successful and the bor- 
rowed money repaid with interest, but Tl.e Globe 
argued that any man who would finance a private 
speculation with the trust funds of widows and 
orphans, was unfit to be returned to public life 
with the expectancy of being called to administer 
the treasury of Camada As the attacks gathered 
force, Mr. Foster issued a writ for libel, thus com- 
pelling The Globe to desist. 

As was expected, the writ was not followed up. 
Mr. Foster was returned by a reduced majority 
and claimed this as a vindication. For what fol- 
lows I am indebted to a former member of the Con- 
servative caucus 


It looked as if the pariy would be successfu] on, 


its next eppeal to the country. A little group put 
its heads together to plan how to get rid of Foster 
before the party attained power. A cauctis was 
called. Very delicately it wes put to Mr Foster 
that he owed « duty to the party to go ahead wih 
the suit and vindicate himself 

Blandly, Mr. “oster thanked his colleagucs for 
their confidence in him, but reminded them he 
had entered politics a poor man and was stil! a poor 
man. He hesitated, in the interest of the party 
against pressing the sult against a weelthy news- 
peper with an unscupulous government behind it 

Then the trap fell. Mr. Foster was thanked for 
his candour. The group who wanted to get rid of 
him solemnly sgreed that it was the duty of his 
friends to come to his assistance. Seventeen thous- 
and dollars were pledged and Mr. Foster was sent 
in to his expected doom 


Hon. N. W. Rowell, K-C., was solicitor and junior 
counsel in the case for The Globe, I assisted in 
procuring some of the evidence. The trial lasted 
six days, with George Taic Blackstock K.C. leading 
for Mr. Foster and E. ¥. B. Johnson KC. for The 
Globe. In the three-day duel of wits while Mr 
Foster in the box parried with the deadly question- 
ing of Mr. Johnson, he won the admiration of those 
who were opposed to him as he fought for his 
political life 

Politically the jury was divided—eight Liberals 
and four Conservatives. They gave @ compromise 
verdict for both sides. It read« “We find for the 
defendant, ‘The Globe) but believe that in what he 
did Mr. Foster was not conscious of any wrong 
intent.” ,

Health and Diet Advice

Those who are troubled with acne will find it 
necessary to do everything to promote the efficienc) 
of the intestines. These patients should plan + 
use plenty of bulk-producing foods, such as cooked 
and raw leaf and root vegetables and should avoid 
the more concentrated highly caloric foods. The) 
should also use plenty of physical exercise The face 
should be washed carefully twice a day with wan 
water and plenty of soap so as to thoroughly cleanse 
the pores of the skin. The .sogp should then be 
rinsed off with plain water 

The permanent cure of acne depends upon the 
elimination of those irritating materials which have 
produced the disease This is most quickly accom- 
plished by an exclusive acid fruit fast for a few 
days. Any fresh acid fruit on the market may be 
used. In winter apples or oranges are always ob 
tainable. During other seasons of the year cher- 
ries, apricots, plums, grapes, ctc, prove effective 
The fruft fast should be continued for several days 
and the patient will generally notice that the in- 
fiammation of the skin has subsided to some de- 
gree, after which @ general diet may be used 
simply avoiding the fat containing and the concen- 
trated starch, or sugar foods by using an abundance 
of the non-starchy vegetables, both cooked and raw 
as these supply plenty of safe bulk to encourage 
the normal elimination of intestinal wastes.

Tells of Tutankamen’s |

“We find that Miss Elizabeth 
Ethel Powell, 17, died in the Gen- 
eral Hospital, Saturday, October 10 
from injuries received when struc 
by a run-away team owned by the 
Edmonton City Dairy and in charge 
of James Thompson on 117 street 
north of Jasper at 10:45 a.m.” 

Medical testimony revealed that 
the young horsewoman died as the 
direct result of injuries caused by 
fracture of the skull 

Walter Malloy, 11663 120 street 
eye witness of the fatal accident 
Stated that he saw Miss Powell urg- 
ing her horse to turn east off the 
strect as the team pounded towards 
her. Her mount pawed and stalled 
and at the last moment backeti : > 
into the path of the galloping dairy 
horses. 

TEAM SWERVED 

This was corroborated by Leon- 
ard FratKin, 10133 118 street, who 
added that the team swerved to the 
wrong side of the road before the
